With all due respect to the 
admirable natural qualities of guard officers, it is 
fair to say that every regiment would be the better 
for a regular or two, at least among the higher 
officers. If it were possible under our system all 
officers should be professional soldiers. In our day 
especially, war is a complex science. We do not rely 
‘upon physicians or lawyers, who make medicine or 
Naw an avocation merely. We put ourselves and our 
rights into the hands of men who devote to their 


work years of concentrated study and experience, | 


yet in war we place the lives of thousands, and in 
some degree the honor and interest of the nation in 
the hands of men who havé given only at best a 
Secondary place in their thought and only a part of 
‘heir time and effort to the tremendous art and 
science of the soldier. 

To state this is argument enough and experience 
backs it. Courage, native intelligence, enterprise, 
unflinching devotion the nonprofessional soldier has 
' shown. But these are human qualities, possessed 
"by the professional as well as the amateur, and 
they do not do away with the necessity for the in- 
tensive training which only the professional pos- 

This truth seems to be coming home to us in Amer- 
ica. 
bilization that professionalism is being recognized 
and that political preferment is losing ground. Regu- 
lar army men and guardsmen have been working 
with Splendid harmony at Springfield and the re- 
Bults are apparent, especially to men who went 
through the sorry experience of 1898. 

The choice of Capt. Sheldon as second in com- 
mand of the Second infantry and of Capt. Allen, 
another vety able regular officer, as adjutant of the 
First battalion of the artillery indicates the grow- 
ing tendency to utilize the professional soldier. Gov. 
Dunne’s refusal to sanction the appointment of a 
nonprofessional as colonel of the IIlinois artillery 
was equally significant. 

There is no disparagement of militia officers as 
brave, patriotic, and able men in this increased in- 
sistencé upon the professional standard. Some vet- 
eran guardsmen are fully capable of taking men into 
hard service with credit to themselves and safety to 
their comimands. But disinterested opinion in the 
guard itself recognizes the importance of the high- 
est standard of leadership, and this comes in the 
main, in America as in any other country, in the 
present as in the past, from men whose only business 
11 is to be soldiers and whose natural abilities are 
supported by the intensive training and experience 
of the profession. 

The men who are responding to the president's 
call today are the fine flower of the nation’s young 
manhood. They deserve the best in every respect, 
the best equipment, the best care, the best leader- 
ship. The deep shame and crime of ‘98 still burn 
in the tions conscience.

The origin of the feud between Hall 
Caine and Lord and Lady Ragla seems 
to have lain in their refusal to accept at 
Hall Caine’s own exaggerated valuation 


‘of his social and literary importance. 


Owing to this he has on several occa- 
sions taken advantage of his great skill 
in the matter of newspaper publicity to 
attack Lord Raglan, whom he has de- 
nounéed as ‘“‘ mentally unfit to hold his 
office.’’

Mrs. Busch died A Beverly Hills, Cal. 
on April 8 | : 

Mrs. Busch had made her will on March 
5, 1913, when she had been in Berlin. The 
will had remained in the custody of Mis# 
Lilly Alexa Busch, who resides in Berlin. 

The American heirs heard no word from 
Miss Busch. From censorship or other 
causes, their letters received no anewers. 
Finally the state department was ap- 
pealed to and sent the will. 

After bequeathing her Oregon ranch, 
the Sunflower Dairy,” to her son Franz 
and devising her furniture, jewelry, and 
art works to her daughters, Lilly Alexa 
Busch and the Baroness Paula von Kley- 
dorff, Mrs. Busch in her will directed that 
her property be divided into six equal 
portions.
